The July meeting of the Board of 
Trustees of the Wheatlaid School Di- 
vision No. 40 was heid oi the 24th inst. 

Twenty-six additional resignations 
trom the Teaching Staff were accept- 
ed with regret. Miss Eunice Robert- 
son, formerly teacher at Orange Val- 
ley school was granted Leave of Ab- 
sence for the duration of the war to 
join the C.W.A.C. and has left for 
Montreal. 

In all 39 teachers left the service, 
but as 5 schools have closed, it was 
only necessary to engage 34 new tea- 
chers to complete the staff for the new 
school year. Some of the more exper: 
ienced teachers have been transferred 
to heavier schools and below is a 
complete list of the new staff show- 
ing the schools to which they have 
been assigned. 

The opening date for school for the 
fall term has been set for Tuesday, 
September ist at 9.30 a.m. 

Teachers Institutes are to be held 
at 5 central points in the Division ag- 
ain this year, during the Ist half of 
September to discuss various school 
problems, 

The building program is progress- 
ing rapidly now. The basements have 
been dug for the new buildings which 
are being moved to Orange Valley and 
Berta Vale and it is expected that the 
buildings will be on the sites by the 
end of this week when work will com- 
mence on the cement and renovation 
No. 1 maple flooring has been purchas- 
ed for both schools. 

Fertile Valley School, about 7 miles 
N. W. of Swalwell, is also being pla- 
ced over a new full basement, furnace 
installed, a new bank of windows and 
generally overhauled.

show the British housewife what can 
be done with the traditional English 
herbs. Dill, fennal, sage, chervil, mar- 
many herbs now being grown there, 
joram and thyme are some of the 
and all of them provide attractive 
flavorings for soups and other war- 
time dishes. 

In the midst of its 288 acres, Kew 

has now a regulation 10-rod allotment 
with a woman gardener in attendance 
to help amateur food growers with 
their problems of raising potatoes, 
swedes, parsnips, carrots, onions and 
other wegetables, 
@One ton of salvaged bones gives 2 
ewts. of grease, yielding nitro-glycer- 
ine for shells, lubricating-oil for guns 
and tanks and 8cwt. of glue in the 
making of- aircraft, tanks, guns, ships 
and shells; lcwt. of feedingmeat and 
bonemeal, providing the protein ration 
for 450 pigs for one day or 8,960 hens 
for one day; and 9cwt. of fertiliser 
sufficient for 4 1-2 acres of land. 

Local authorities in Britain are re- 

covering bones at the rate of over 
10,000 tons a year. The raw bones go 
to the factory where the first step in 
order to recover the tallow, is to sort 
out any fatty material which is melt- 
éd sepuarately.. The sorted bones are 
then crushed and conveyed mechanic- 
ally to large steel vessels holding 10 
tons. Benzine vapour is passed through 
these vessels to sterilize the bones and 
remove the grease. The grease is re- 
covered from the benziné solution and 
purified to give bone grease for the 
manufacture of candles, soap and gly- 
cerine. 
@bBritain is taking special care in this 
war of the feet on which her troops 
will join in the march to victory.

@FIFTY THOUSAND 

TONS OF TOMATOES 

To Grow Where English Roses 

Bloomed in Peace Time 

In the glass houses where roses and 
carnations bloomed in peace time, 
British farmers hope to produce this 
year 50,000 tons of tomatoes. They are 
also growing great quantities of out- 
door food crops. 

One nursery alone, whose output in 
1939 was entirely of cut flowers, pro- 
duced last year 950 tons of tomatoes, 
125,000 lettuces, 320 tons of sugar- 
beet, 100 tons of onions and 75 tons 
of carrots, all from glasshouses or 
from land previously planted with 
flower crops. This year 82 percent of 
the nursery’s total glass area is plant- 
ed with tomatoes and 80 percent of its 
outdoor ground is growing food crops.

FARMERS 


—— 
Q.—Will the production of farm 


machinery be reduced? 


A.— Yes, with a few exceptions, such 
as milk machines, cream separators, 
and one or two others, there will be 
decreased production, although there 
will be an increase in the production 
of machinery parts. 

Q.—Can a farmer move a tractor 
from a dealer’s to his farm using 
marked gasoline? 


A.—Yes, by obtaining a permit from 
the Provincial Fuel Controller. 


Q.—Can he move a tractor from 
farm to farm using marked gasoline? 


A.—Yes, a distance of ten miles is 
permitted. 


Q.—Is there any danger of a short- 
age of milk cans? 

A.—The production allowed is ten 
percent over 1940 in any year and with 
the increase in production milk cans 
will have to be used continuously. 

Q.—Are exchanges of goOds between 
farmers under the ceiling_ 

A.—No, but if 
persons other than farmers, 
ceiling prices apply. 

Q.—What will be the supply and 
prices of binder twine this fall? 

A.—Farmers will buy binder twine 
at the same price as in 1941. The same 
| grade may not be available. If substit- 
ution is made, the same profit only per 
pound will be charged as in 1941. Price 
ranges from 500 ft. of twine at 9 cents 
per pound, to 650 ft. of twine at 11 1-2 
cents a pound.
